Re-enlistment of Non-citizens 

Concerned over the situation created

Navy Dirigibles Urged 
in Congress by Edison 


With an official recommendation as to 
the Navy's future lighter-than-air policy 
still withheld, the split in naval opinion 
on the subject was aired before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee this 
week, with naval officials lining on both 
sides, 

The outstanding development of the 
hearings, held on legislation to replace 
the airship Los Angeles, was the unquali 
fied personal recommendation of 
tant Secretary of the Navy Charles Edi 
son that the Navy carry on development 
of lighter-than-air by building three 
dirigibles. Rear Adm, Arthur B. Cook, 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, also 
threw his support to dirigibles develop 
ment, personally urging the construction 
of one experimental rigid: airship of 3, 
COOL cublie feet, 

On the other side, Admiral William 1D). 
laahy, Chief of Naval Operations, op 
posed the expenditure of funds for any 
dirigible construction, and declared that 
four successive Commander-in-Chiefs of 
the U. S. Fleet had made like recom 
mendations. Emphasizing that he was 
giving only his personal view, Admiral 
laahy said that the Navy Department's 
decision will depend on Secretary Swan 
son, Who he added, “is handling this mat 
ter himself.” Representative William H. 
Sutphin, D of N. J., author of one of the 
bills before the committee, challenged 
Admiral Leahy’s statement regarding 
the views of the Fleet commanders, pro 
ducing a newspaper dispatch dated Sept. 
S, 1936, quoting the present CinC, Admi 
ral Arthur J, Tlepburn as urging further 
development of lighter-than-air as a 
naval weapon, 

Comdr, Charles Ek. Rosendahl, USN, 
the Navy's leading expert on dirigibles, 
urged that Congress lay down a “UL 8S 
airship policy” for carrying forward the 
development of lighter-than-air, which 
he recommended should provide for the 
expenditure of about $20,000,000 over the 
next seven or eight vears for three new

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X Newspaper Editors Discuss 16-Inch Guns on 


The decision to arm the new battleships with 16-inch guns has, as was expected, 
evoked considerable comment on the country’s editorial pages. Long before the official 
announcement was made, comment was solidly behind the use of 16-inch guns, in 
view of the unsettled world situation and the collapse of the armament conference 
of 1936, 


The St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer Press says: “The United States has always held the 
position that it was forced to start building battleships in answer to the huge navies 
of other great powers. It has been the stand of the American government that it would 
he last to build up its armaments. The State Department has announced that two 
new battleships to be laid down this year would be equipped with 16-inch guns. 
Previously the limit on the calibre of guns in the American Navy had been fourteen 
inches, Just as in the case of Japan and Great Britain. 

“Some weeks ago Japan refused to subscribe to the 14-inch maximum agreement 
urged by the United States and England. Perhaps the refusal of Japan to agree to 
a I4-inch limit justifies this country in adopting the larger gun, but is it becoming 
a nation which prides itself on its love of peace to be the first to raise the ante in 
the naval poker game? America can surely afford to err, if at all, on the side of 
trusting its neighbors.” 


“The sky is the limit as far as big guns are concerned,” says the Boston, Mass.. 
Post, “Since Japan announced that she had no intention of confining manufacture of 
guns to a 14-inch maximum. With ‘the greatest reluctance’ the State Department 
at Washington has announced that 16-inch guns will be mounted on two new 35,000- 
ton battleships to be started this year. 

“The British government as well as the United States appealed to the Japanese 
to subscribe to the 14-inch maximum, and there were strong indications that France 
and Italy would also agree, But the Japanese turned down the appeals, and therefore 
threw the whole matter into competition. Limitation of armaments, which a few 
years ago seemed to offer considerable hope for maintenance of peace, is now a thing 
of the past.” 


The Jackson, Miss., Clarion Ledger says: “Americans would have welcomed an 
agreement limiting the calibre to the present 14 inches. The decision having been

made however, under the conditions which forced it, should not be changed later after 
millions of dollars have been spent in fitting these ships with 16-inch guns. 

“Too often in the past when naval limitation agreements could not be reached 
until after the United States started building, agreements when belatedly reached 
caused the United States to scrap ships already built, or under construction, while 
other treaty signatories scrapped only paper plans.” 


“If the new big guns will actually shoot farther and do more damage than any 
weapons hitherto devised, the average American layman probably thinks the fact is 
cause for rejoicing rather than regret,” says the Galveston, Tex., Tribune. 


“It is apparent that the President is resolved to serve notice on all and sundry 
that we on this side of the Atlantic can also get into the business of increasing the 
strength of our naval armaments. It not to take the form of merely a thregt 
but the actual laying down of keels and the construction of ships is underway, 
the Pontiac, Mich., Press. “Can it be that the indifference abroad over proposals 
looking to a peace conference has convinced the President that the world is not now 
ready to discuss anything but bigger and better navies?”

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Army Construction 

BY BRIG. GEN. A. OWEN SEAMAN 
Assistant Quartermaster General USA 

HE Army is expected to be always 
1. ready with well studied plans for our 
national defense. The construction pro- 
gram of the Army is a vital part of the 
defense plans. Thought and study of 
specially trained men are given to the de- 
velopment of these plans and this is taken 
for granted by the public. 

Plans and estimates for construction 
are made up in the Office of The Quarter- 
master General, scrutinized very care- 
fully by the War Department, considered 
by the Bureau of the Budget, and in their 
final form submitted to Congress. The 
appropriate committees of Congress then 
consider them, and the authorization bills 
and subsequent appropriations result. 

Members of these committees of Con- 
gress have the best interest of the 
country very near their hearts. Many of 
them have wide experience in military 
affairs and have given years of study to 
the needs of the Army. Before these Com- 
mittees the program has its day in court 
and can be fully presented by the military 
and technical men who have sponsored it. 
Questions of policy as well as questions of 
cost quite naturally enter into the dis- 
cussion of a program in the Congressional 
Committees on Military Affairs and on 
Appropriations. The resutling program 
therefore is one which has been subject 
to a great deal of study and thought; and 
fits into the broad program of national 
defense. 

The Quartermaster Corps is charged by 
law “with the direction of all work per- 
taining to the construction, maintenance 
and repairs of all buildings, structures 
and utilities, other than fortifications, 
connected with the Army” and must main- 
tain a qualified personnel both military 
and civilian that will be able to carry out 
these important functions. 

It is safe to say that money appro- 
priated or allotted for construction will 
be as quickly, efficiently, and wisely ex- 
pended by the War Department as by any 
of the Government agencies charged with 
construction. This fact has been recog- 
nized in the recent depression. In order 
to put them to work and stimulate in- 
dustry, the War Department was called 
upon to contribute its share in the re- 
covery. This it gladly did. Spread out 
as it is over practically every section of 
the country with highly trained and effi- 
cient personnel, it could quickly put men 
to work on constructive worth-while proj- 
ects. Not only have excellent results been 
attained, but the men themselves have 
been traind and made ready to progres- 
Sively take their places in industry as re- 
covery speeds up. 

Much of the Army’s work is highly 
specialized and demands complete study 
to fit it for the best interests of the Ser- 
vice. Even when such buildings as bar- 
racks and quarters are designed, one finds 
that designs must be revised. Require- 
ments are constantly changing because of 
changes in organization, types ef build- 
ings desired, and fluctuations in building 
costs. Every effort has been made to 
counter rising costs, at least in part, by 
more efficient design and more economical 
construction. However, as prosperity re- 
turns prices do mount and costs invari- 
ably increase. The people of the country 
may be assured that the utmost effort is 
mide to get the maximum value for the 
dollar spent. 

Increase in cost must be accepted as a 
healthful state of business and as gen- 
erally good for the Nation, but it requires 
that estimates and appropriations be 
made in accordance with actual condi- 
tions. The Army must have substantial 
buildings as they are to last many years. 
They are subject to hard usage and of 
course must be maintained after they are 
built. Consequently, Army specifications 
are somewhat more rigid than civilian re- 
quirements. Many contractors refuse to 
bid on Government work because of the 
rigidity of our specifications and our 
necessarily high standards of inspection. 

Building construction is one of the very

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
30-2210, January 16, 1936, AR 210-70, 
August 20, 1984, AR 345-55, April 26, 1923, 
and AR 345-400, September 27, 1926, the 
following changes in those regulations 
have been announced by the War Depart- 
ment: 

1. AR 30-2210.—Paragraph 12 is changed as 
follows: 

12. When sumbitted. 

b. (1) In order that a check on ration re- 
turns as prescribed in paragraph 12a (2), AR 
345-400, may be properly made, all ration re- 
turns will be signed by organization or de- 
tachment commanders and transmitted for 
approval to the commanding officer to whose 
headquarters the corresponding morning re- 
ports are submitted in accordance with the 
provisions of paragraph 4b, AR 345-400, Where 
two or more organizations or detachments are 
assigned to the same mess, the ration re- 
turns from these units will be consolidated 
in the office of the commanding officer con- 
cerned, and the number of rations computed 
as for one organization in accordance with 
paragraph 13a. This return will be signed by 
the adjutant responsible for its preparation 
and submitted to the commanding officer for 
approval. 

(2) The appropriate commanding officer 
will cause all ration returns submitted to him 
for approval to be checked and will satisfy 
himself that all provisions of Army Regula- 
tions have been complied with. After ap- 
proval, ration returns will be transmitted to 
the sales officer who will file them with the 
proper ration and savings account. 

(3) If in the opinion of the commanding 
officer of the post, camp, or station such ac- 
tion appears expedient, all ration returns, or 
those pertaining to any part of his command, 
may be consolidated and forwarded to his 
headquarters for examination prior to their 
transmittal to the sales officer. See paragraph 
12a (2), AR 345-400. 





2. AR 210-70.—Paragraph 2 is changed as 
follows: 

2. Duties, general.—Some of the more im- 
portant duties and responsibilities with which 
the commanding officer of a post is charged 
are as follows: 

al. (1) He will approve all ration returns 
for troops, for civilian employees, and for ap- 
plicants for enlistment under observation, in 
all cases where such ration returns are sub- 
mitted to him for approval under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 12b, AR 30-2210. He will 
also approve the ration and savings accounts 
prepared and certified by the sales officer. 

(2) He may, in his discretion and with due 
regard for the best interests of the ‘service, 
authorize individual men to mess separately. 
See paragraph 13a (6), AR 30-2210, and para- 
graphs 38 and 43, AR 345-400. 

bo. (1) *** 

(4) He may delegate to the commanders of 
regiments, separate battalions, or similar 
units the authority to approve requisitions 
other than for rations on local supply officers 
for supplies required by their respective units, 
but the authority to approve requisitions or 
estimates requiring submission to higher 
authority will not be delegated. 

8. AR 345-55.—Paragraphs 9 and 24b are 
changed as follows: 

9. Use in lieu of a consolidated morning 
report.—A special strength report on W. D., 
A. G, O. Form No. 73 (Strength Return) will 
be used In lieu of a consolidated morning re- 
port whenever this report is required by a 
commanding officer. See also paragraph 24b. 

24. Special strength reports. 

b. The consolidated morning report (when 
required) will be replaced by a_ special 
strength report on W. D., A. G. 0. Form No. 
73 (Strength Return), as required by para- 
graph 9. 

4. AR 345-400.—Paragraphs 7 and 12a are 
changed as follows: 

7. Consolidated morning reports.—This re- 
port is optional with the commanding officer 
concerned and at his discretion may be 
omitted entirely when the required strength 
data are available from other sources. When 
such a report is required by a commanding 
officer, it will be rendered as a_ special 
strength report on the strength return form 
(W. D., A. G. O. Form No. 73), using only 
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such parts thereof as are needed, and adding 
to Table I a column in which will be entered 
the “daily average strength for rations” as 
shown in the ration accounts of the separate 
units. See also paragraphs 9 and 24b, AR 
345-55. 

12. Authentication. 

a. (1) see 

(2) (a) To indicate that all pertinent data 
from the column for “Remarks” on the morn- 
ing report have been transcribed to the 
proper records and that the ration account has 
been checked, the organization commander 
will write his initials on the morning report, 
in the column for “Day of month,” under the 
date to which the remarks pertain. 

(b) After the authority therefor has been 
verified, each name added to the list of men 
authorized to mess separately will be in- 
itialed. The check of ration accounts at the 
headquarters of a post, camp, or station will 
include a frequent comparison of the “daily 
average strength for rations” with the “total 
present” strength of the command. If there 
is a material difference, necessary steps will 
be taken to determine the cause, 





Pecuniary Responsibility 


Pending the printing of changes In AR 
35-320, May 21, 1929, the following 
changes in those regulations are pub- 
lished by the War Department: 

1. General, * * * 

«. Pecuntlary responsibility. — The term 
“pecuniarily responsible,” contained in a 
above, will, in its application to agent officers, 
include responsibility for all erroneous pay- 
ments; errors in computation of vouchers 
(excepting vouchers computed by the ac- 
countable officer); funds received from all 
sources and authorized refunds where neces- 
sary. The agent office and the accountable 
officer, under the law quoted In a above, are 
legally responsible for payments made by the 
agent officer, and the United States may 
legally and at its option look to either officer 
for recoupment, 

14. Vouchers, * * * 

e. Examination by accountable officer; pro- 
cedure covering incorrect vouchers,—The ac- 
countable officer will, immediately upon re- 
ceipt thereof, examine all vouchers received 
by him from an agent officer. 

(1) Vouchers found to be incorrectly stated, 
improperly receipted, not properly supported, 
or erroneously paid, will not be credited, but 
will be returned at once to the agent officer 
accompanied by W. D., F. D, Form No, 45e 
(Acknowledgment of Return of Funds, ete.) 
with notation of errors and procedure to be 
followed in making the necessary corrections, 

(2) Where the accountable officer is doubt- 
ful as to the propriety of any payment made 
by an agent officer, the accountable officer 
will return the voucher to the agent officer 
with statement of the doubt and reason 
therefor. At the specific request of the agent 
officer, such doubtful voucher may be taken 
into the accountable officer's account, and 
credit therefor given subject to audit action of 
the General Accounting Office. 

(3) Entries of amounts disbursed by an 
agent officer, as represented by incorrect 
vouchers for which credit is not given, and by 
vouchers as to which the accountable officer 
has expressed doubt, will be made by the 
accountable officer on W. D., F. D, Forms Nos. 
45b and 45c. 


CE to Prepare Flood Control 
Plan 


The House passed this week a resolu- 
tion directing the Corps of Engineers of 
the Army to prepare a comprehensive 
flood control plan for all of the major 
rivers of the United States and its ter- 
ritories. 

During the debate on the measure, 
which was passed unanimously, practical- 
ly every member who spoke took occasion 
to praise the Army engineers and the way 
they have carried on rivers and harbors 
and flood control work. Under the terms 
of the bill, all existing plans and surveys 
for the control of floor waters, as well as 
data to be gathered would be compiled in 
one report for the information of Con- 
gress.

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Purchase Bombardment Planes 


Secretary of War Woodring has an- 
nounced the award of a contract for 10 
more B-17 four-engine bombers—the type 
generally known as the “Flying Fortress.” 

The contract also includes an option 
for an additional 3 bombers, making a 
total of 13 on this order and an adequate 
complement of spares. The total contract, 
if the option is exercised, will amount to 
$3,708,002.20. 

These bombers can fly at speeds in 
excess of 225 miles per hour, carry 5 ma- 
chine-guns and a crew of 7 to 9 men, in- 
cluding a commanding officer, pilot, co- 
pilot, navigator, engineer, bomber, radio 
operator, and gunners. All the members 
of the crew can freely change stations, 
and for long flights sufficient additional 
personnel can be carried so that the 
operators of the airplane may be relieved 
from time to time and get the necessary 
rest. 

This airplane can fly and maintain its 
altitude with a load on two of its four 
engines. This safety factor practically 
eliminates the possibility of forced land- 
ings due to engine failure. Coupled with 
its long range, this makes it possible, by 
the use of radio communication, for this 
airplane to find a safe landing field some- 
where, even when fog covers large areas. 


Motor Convoy Busy 

The Service Co., 30th Infantry, de- 
parted July 21, 1937, on its second 2000 
mile treop convoy of the year when they 
left for Ft. Douglas, Utah, for the pur- 
pose ef moving the 38th Infantry from 
their home station to Camp Ord, Calif. 

This movement is in connection with 
the concentration of troops for the 4th 
Army Maneuvers in August. 

The Service Company of “San Fran- 
cisco’s Own” is a travelling outfit. By 
August 31 they will have completed 
exactly 8900 miles of troop convoy work 
during the year beginning Sept. 1, 1936, 
with only one serious accident and five 
minor ones. 

On the other big convoy of the year this 
organization assisted in moving the 30th 
Infantry from the Presidio of San Fran- 
ciseo to Ft. Lewis, Wash., and return. On 
this trip the Band played concerts in 
every town enroute including a serenade 
at Salem, Oregon for the Governor, 
Charles Martin, of that State. The base- 
ball team carried their equipment with 
them and played several games enroute, 
only ene of which resulted in defeat. 

Maj. Frank L. Burns is the Command- 
ing Officer of this organization. Capt. J. 
A. Stewart as the Executive Officer and 
Capt. G. M, Allen, jr., as Motor Transport 
Officer, are his assistants. 


Army Housing Bill Incre>sed 

Jarrying additional projects totalling 
$4,126,768, the House bill authorizing 
construction at Army posts throughout 
the ceuntry and in Hawaii and the Canal 
Zone, was reported to the Senate this 
week by the Senate Military Committee. 

The committee permitted all items in 
the Heuse bill, (HR 7645), to stand and 
then added those projects which were 
contained in the bill which originated in 
the Senate and passed that body June 
28, but are not in the House bill, It also 
added $277,500 for new barracks and a 
symnasium at Ft. Francis E. Warren, 
Wyo., bringing the total of the bill as re- 
ported to $25,587,456. 

To do honor to the late majority 
leader of the Senate, the committee 
added a proviso renaming the military 
reservation near Little, Rock, Ark. now 
known as Camp Pike “Camp Joseph T. 
Robinson.” 

While the Senate will undoubtedly ap- 
proye the bill as amended, some difficulty 
may arise with the House and the Bu- 
reau of the Budget 

The Budget Bureau has approved the 
enactment of a $21,460,688 Army hous- 
ing bill, and should the bill be finally ap- 
proved in its present form, it may pos- 
sibly recommend that the President 
veto it. Then, too, the House may 
insist on holding to the Budget limita- 





tion. However, in view of pressing need 
for an extensive Army housing program, 
supporters of the measure hope that it 
can be passed in its present form.

group of non-citizens who have failed to 
complete their naturalization, another 
type of case was called to the attention 
of the JournaL this week. The Ninth 
Cavalry has four Filipinos with service 
varying from 12 to 29 years’ service, who 
enlisted when the regiment was in the 
Philippines. The enlistments of all four 
will expire before November. One is due 
for retirement next Spring. The injustice 
in denying them reenlistment is particu- 
larly evident in that they have not been 
eligible for citizenship. 

Another prospect of relief for those 
other than Filipinos rests in a bill passed 
by the House the same day the general 
alien prohibition bill was passed, making 
alien veterans of the World War eligible 
for naturalization upon application. 

From another angle the relief was 
sought from the situation in Congress 
.yesterday. Senator Thomas introduced a 
bill to repeal the alien clause in the Army 
Appropriation act and the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee yesterday immediately 
voted to report the measure to the Senate. 





FA Service Practice Reports 


An analysis of Field Artillery Serv- 
ice Practice Reports for the six months 
ending Sept. 30, 1936, show continued 
improvement in the planning and con- 
dduct of service, according to the Ad- 
jutant General of the Army. 

Sixty-three per cent of the Field Artil- 
lery units planned and conducted the 
service practice “exceptionally well” and 
made studied efforts to comply with pre- 
vious analyses of Field Artillery Service 
Practice Reports. However, there is still 
a number of units which failed to profit 
from previous analyses as fully as desir- 
able in the planning and conduct of their 
practices. 

Following is the text of part of the Ad- 
jutant General’s statement: 

Distribution of Problems among Officers. 
While continued improvement was noted in 
the assignment of problems to officers, indi- 
cating an effort to distribute problems in 
accordance with the officers, experience and 
needs, there were a few units in which the 
distribution could have been improved. The 
majority of problems should be fired by junior 
officers, especially those who have not at 
tended the Feld Artillery School. Officers of 
more service and experience should be given 
experience as officers in charge and i. critique 
of problems. 

As an illustration of what is considered poor 
distribution of problems, the following ex- 
amples are cited: In one unit, 16 out of a 
total of 19 problems were fired by captains; 
in another unit, captains fired all but 2 of 
a total of 8 problems; in another unit, two 
captains of fifteen and seventeen years’ serv- 
ice, respectively, fired 16 out of a total of 37 
problems, the average number of problems 
per officer being 3.6; in two units, officers 
fired as many as 10 problems each, while the 
average number of problems per officer was 
3.2, and at least one officer fired only one 
problem, 

One effective method of planning the distri- 
bution and assignment of problems, followed 
by a number of units, is as follows: A certain 
amount of ammunition is available for the 
calendar year. Assuming an average expendi 
(ure of 11 rounds per problem, or the number 
found by experience to obtain in the particu- 
lar unit, the number of problems per officer 
can be determined. According to the number 
of officers and their needs and experience, a 
tentative assignment of problems to officers 
by number and type can readily be made for 
the year's practice. 

Rating of Problems.—-a. The following table 
shows the comparative percentages of the 
various ratings given problems fired during 
the past three six-months’ periods: 

Six months 
Sept. ending March 

Rating 30, 1935 31,1936 
Superior 5 7 
Excellent .... 34 29 33 
Satisfactory . 58 53 46 
Unsatisfactory 8 11 14 

b. Improvement was noted in the rating of 
problems during this period, as compared 
with those of previous periods, indicating 
more care on the part of a large majority of 
units in this respect. Nine units, however, 
firing more than ten problems each, and one 
firing 95 problems, rated no problems Su- 
perior. Four units firing 9 or more problems 
each, rated none Unsatisfactory. One unit 
firing 9 problems, rated them all Excellent or 
higher. 

c. There were a few inconsistencies noted in 
the ratings of several units. For example, in 
one unit an officer fired 4 problems, which 
from the reports appeared to deserve a rating 
of Superior, but were rated Satisfactory; in 
the same unit, 3 bracket problems were rated 
Satisfactory although the time in each prob- 
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lem exceeded 20 minutes, entirely tee long for 
a problem of that type. 

Summary. — Summarizing the foregoing, 
further improvement in some unite appears to 
be practicable and desirable in the fellowing 
respects: 

a. Planning of service practice te provide 
the maximum instruction, by the necessary 
preliminary instruction of officers, the incly- 
sion in the annual program of all types of 
problems in the proportion mertiened ip 
previous analyses as desirable so far as ayail- 
able facilities permit, and the distribution of 
problems among the officers according to their 
needs and their capacity to solve them. 

b. Emphasis on the tactical aspects of tar- 
gets and of the fires thereon. 

c. Greater use of range finder in determining 
the initial range. 

d. Reduction in the average total times of 
problems. 

e. Accuracy and completeness ef reports, 
Form 820-A. 

f. Fuller comments by higher commanders, 

The next service practice period to be 
reported upon will be from Oct. 1, 1936 
to June 30, 1937. Thereafter the reports 
will be submitted as of June 30 and De- 
cember 31, each year.

Legislation exempting aircraft manu- 
facturers from the ten percent profit 
limitation now placed by law on naval 
armament construction was endorsed by 
the Navy Department this week and 
immediately set down for consideration 
by the House Naval Affairs Committee. 


Following receipt of a letter from Act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy Charles Edi- 
son urging passage of the bill introduced 
by Representative Byron N. Scott, D of 
Calif., Chairman Carl Vinson appointed 
a special subcommittee to consider the 
measure. The group, which will meet 
next week, consists of Representatives 
Patrick H. Drewry, D of Va., chairman, 
John J. Delaney, D of N. Y., Scott, War- 
ren G. Magnuson, D of Wash., James W. 
Mott, R of Ore., Ralph O. Brewster, R of 
Me., and George J. Bates, R of Mass. 


In recommending passage of the bill, 
Acting Secretary Edison asked that it be 
amended to also exempt technical ord- 
nance material with which, he said, diffi- 
culties similar to those experienced with 
aircraft had been experienced. 

“An unusually high business risk is 
connected with the design and construc- 
tion of naval aircraft,” Mr. Edison said, 
“as it is usual to design and construct as 
many as two to three experimental models 
for each model that is purchased in 
quantities. In this situation it is only 
natural that aircraft manufacturers 
should prefer to build for purchasers who 
do not place a limit upon the amount of 
profit that may be made, and the Navy 
suffers by having a more restircted mar- 
ket in which to purchase.” 

Heretofore, the Acting Secretary said, 
very spirited competition in the design 
and construtcion of experimental aircraft 
has been the rule and has resulted in 
“very material advances in the military 
value of aircraft,” at moderate prices. 
Manufacturers expected to be and were 
usually successful in one of the several 
design competitions they might be carry- 
ing on for different purchasers and could 
recoup losses on experimental projects on 
production business. 

This is all changed, he indicated, and 
under the new profit limitation law, fewer 
bids are being made on naval experi- 
mental aircraft contracts and those of- 
fered are at much higher prices. Manu- 
facturers are taking every legal step to 
show an increase in cost on haval con- 
tracts, where this would resuit in a re- 
duction of cost of other contracts, it was 
declared. Priority is being given to other 
contracts in shop facilities and skilled 
personnel. Urging a correction of. this 
situation, Mr. Edison said: 

“A rate of profit that would be highly 
satisfactory to a stable business could 
seriously damage an industry involving 
the high degree of business risk with 
which the manufacturer of aircraft is 
associated, when applied alike to periods 
of low earnings and to periods of high 
earnings.*** 

“One of the greatest advantages to the 
Navy of an alert, progressive, and effi- 
cient aircraft industry is its potential 
value to the Navy in the event of war. A 
steady depletion of the resources of the 
industry through too great a limitation 
on its ability to recover its legitimate 
losses will eventually result in a debili- 
tated industry, incapable of performing 
acceptably its functions in time of 
stress.”

Naval Officer Selection 


(Reprinted from the New York Times of 
July 24, 1937) 

Because the navy as a whole is a contented, 
well-disciplined and generally efficient ser- 
vice, it is rare that what are usually its minor 
internal troubles become a source of external 
discussion and irritation. But recent hearings 
before the House Naval Committee show, all 
too clearly, that the vexing problem of officer 
selection for promotion is one which demands 
a priority solution, so far as the service is 
concerned, 

The question of selection has been a mooted 
one ever since promotion by seniority was re- 
placed in 1899 by the famous and “thrice- 
damned” plucking boards, which “plucked,” 
or selected, “unfit” officers for retirement. But 
not for decades has the officer personnel of 
the navy been so obviously and sometimes 
passionately provoked as it has been in re- 
cent years. The arguments and counter-argu- 
ments burst beyond the borders of the ser- 
vice soon after the Selection Up Law of 1916 
(which replaced the old plucking boards) was 
modified in 1934 to extend officer selection to 
junior grades. Many officers felt that the 
somewhat stringent provisions of the modi- 
fications of 1934 had injured the morale of 
the navy by forcing the retirement of good 
officers who had been “passed over” by selec- 
tion boards, on insufficient retirement pay, 
and by creating an uncertain economic future. 

The situation came to a head quite recently 
when there was read before the House Naval 
Committee a letter charging that “dishonesty, 
lying, cheating and bootlicking’” were the 
products of the intensive competition of the 
present selection system, Rear Adm. Adolphus 
Andrews, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
has rightly refuted this statement, which, to 
any one who knows the Navy, is as un- 
warranted as it is absurd. But Admiral An- 
drews and the Navy Department finally 
recognize, after an exhaustive study by the 
General Board (the report of which is st'll 
held to be confidential, but which should be 
made public), that the “existing system of 
selection is * * * “not only imperfect but in- 
herently unfair.’ The department has taken 
too long to make this admission. and its de- 
lay has caused not only heart-burnings and 
minor personal tragedies but uneas'ness 
within the service. The selection principle 
should be preserved, but both the department 
and the Congress should quickly modify the 
law so as to relieve as much as possible the 
personal hardships and inequitable provisions 
of the present act, 

The basic features of suggested modifica- 
tions have been incorporated in two bills re- 
cently introduced in Congress which provide 
for the creation of a “transferred regulars 
list” for officers twice failing of selection, and 
the employment of naval (or army) officers in 
any Government position. The creation of a 
“transferred regulars list’? would permit an 
officer to remain on active duty (although 
ineligible for further promotion) without de- 
laying the promotion of officers junior to him- 
self. It was apparently contemplated that 
such officers, as well as officers who have re- 
tired from the navy, might be employed by 
the Maritime Commission or other Govern- 
ment departments. But there are definite 
objections, objections which Mr. Vinson him- 
self has voiced, to placing naval officers in 
other Government departments, positions for 
which they might well qualify by reasons of 
efficiency, but which should, perhaps, in the 
interests of democracy and of a better civil 
service, be filled by civilians. But whatever 
the advantages or disadvantages that may be 
revealed by a thorough study of these sug- 
gested revisions, it is clear that some modi- 
fication of the present law should be made, if 
possible, by the present session of Congress. 


Observe Navy Day 

The Navy League of the United 
States will sponsor the observance of 
Navy Day on Wednesday, October 27. 

As in the past, the Navy will cooper- 
ate with the League in the observance of 
the memorable occasion, commemorated 
ench year on the birthday of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

In a letter to Mr. Nelson Macy, Vice 
President of the Navy League, and Na- 
tional Chairman for Navy Day, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Swanson said “I wish 
to acknowledge your kind letter inform- 
ing me that the Navy League of the 
United States will again sponsor the ob- 
servance of Navy Day on the birthday of 
Theodore Roosevelt, October 27, 1937. 

“May I express my appreciation of the 
Navy League’s patriotic interest in de- 
veloping year by year greater under- 
standing throughout the country of the 
aims and functions of the Navy. 

“You may be assured of the whole- 





hearted cooperation of this department 
in furthering your laudable desire to 
better acquaint the American people 
with their Navy.” 

The Navy Department has announced 
that, in general, its participation in the 
observance of Navy Day will be similar 
to that of previous years. 


Navy Public Works Bill 


A naval public works bill, providing 
construction estimated to cost $6,099,057 
but containing no limit of cost, is now 
awaiting action on the Senate calendar. 

Eliminated from the bill, as reported 
last week in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
is the $15,000,000 Naval Supply Base, Oak- 
land, Calif., the committee holding that it 
is “not urgently needed at the present 
time” and recommending that it not be ap- 
proved at the present session. Added to 
the bill, which is sponsored by the Navy 
Department, is about $2,000,000 worth of 
construction at the Parris Island, 8. C. 
Navy Yard. 

Instead of providing limits of costs for 
each item, the bill as prepared by the De- 
partment states that each project shall 
be in accordance with numbered Bureau 
of Yards and Docks’ drawings of specified 
dates. This, the committee explained, was 
done so that the construction can be 
earried through in accordance with the 
original plans despite the rising trend in 
building costs. The items in the bill as it 
now stands are as follows: 

Pearl Harbor Navy Yard-—$165,000 for pur- 
chase of land. 

Submarine Base, New London, Conn,—Sub- 
marine training school building and _ bar- 
racks building. 

Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo, °C. 
quarters, 

Fleet Air Base, Pearl Harbor—Final as- 
sembly shop building. 

Naval radio and direction-finder stations, 
Annapolis, Md., Marine Island, Calif., Oahu, 
Hawaii. 

Naval Supply Depot, 
Storage building. 

Marine Barracks, Parris Island, 8. C.—Four 
barracks buildings at main station; barracks 
building at rifle range, and barracks at re- 
ceiving station. 

Navy Yard, Puget Sound, Wash.—Acquisi- 
tion of private rights in building.

Approve Medical Center Bill 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week approved legislation authoriz- 
ing the establishment of a new $4,850,000 
Naval Medical Center in the vicinity of 
Washington, D. C. The bill reported has 
been passed by the House. 





Defeat Ship Increase Limit 

The House refused to accept the con- 
ference report on the naval ship auxiliary 
bill, July 23, which would increase the 
limit of cost on the six vessels authorized 
therein by ten million dollars, and the 
measure was finally sent to the President 
this week with a $50,000,000 limit of cost. 

Suffering their second defeat of the ses- 
sion before the House, the House Naval 
Committee lost 86 to 224 on a vote to con- 
cur in the Senate amendment giving the 
President power to increase the fifty mil- 
lion limit of cost by 20 per cent. Repre- 
sentative Carl Vinson, D. of Ga., chair- 
man of the House Naval Committee, led 
the struggle for the higher cost limit, con- 
tending that he hoped that the lower 
figure would prove adequate but that the 
Navy believed it would be insufficient. 

Chairman Vinson was sharply criticized 
for failing to acquaint the House with the 
fact that the Navy Department had in- 
formed him that the $50,000,000 limita- 
tion would probably be insufficient. It 
was shown that he had received a letter 
to this effect from the Navy prior to the 
date the House passed the bill. 

The licking suffered by the House com- 
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mittee was rubbed in a bit by members of 
the House, in that they kept referring to 
the earlier defeat suffered on the bij} 
authorizing a naval air station at Tongue 
Point, Ore. 





Would Provide Travel Allowance 

Cnlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps would be entitled to travel allow- 
ance for their dependents to their homes 
on retirement or transfer to the Fleet Re. 
serve under a bill introduced in the House 
by Representative Izac.

THE PROSPECT THAT CONGRESS will adjourn within the next two or three 
weeks offers little hope of the enactment of corrective naval and marine corps pro- 
motion legislation during the present session. Although informed through the poll 
made by the Army AND Navy JourNAL, of Service attitude toward the existing sys- 
tem, although advised officially there are evils in the system which demand elimi- 
nation, Chairman Vinson, of the House Naval Committee, has delayed hearings on 
the Navy Department bill until chance of action has practically vanished, It is 
something that a start has been made toward the fashioning of a law which will 
meet the complaints coming so generally from every commissioned grade. Yet the 
failure to move earlier will have the consequences of more officers being subjected 
to a method the injustices of which have been established, and continuance of a 
condition, which, it is conceded, are harmful to morale. It is a fact that the mem- 
bers of the Llouse Naval Committee feel it their duty to proceed without delay in 
un investigation of nuval promotion and in the development of legislation which 
will assure advancement under the fairest possible method. The Sea Services 
hardly realizes, however, the power of a chairman. It is he who maps out the pro- 
gram for the Committee’s action, and only a revolt in the committee, which few 
members desire to precipitate, can force changes in it. To meet the views expressed 
by Congressmen in and out of the committee, and the widening demand throughout 
the country, Mr. Vinson has been promising action, his latest being that hearings on 
the department's bill will start on Monday. The AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL is heartily 
in tuvor of the auxiliaries which have been provided for the Mleet, it is strongly 
advocating the construction of more dirigibles, but important as are ships and guns, 
tur more important is naval morale. The old saying of the man behind the gun is 
as true today as it was when the Nation was founded. Keeping the Committee 
busy with matters such as those referred to has permitted deferment of revision 
of the selection system. Now that the delay desired by the Department and Mr. 
Vinson has been achieved, we shall expect and insist that the bill which will be 
reported next session will be of a character that will meet the aspirations of the 
Services and effectively discharge the responsibility of the Congressmen specifically 
charged with the duty of legislating for the Naval Establishment. 


THE MANY INJUSTICES which will be wrought upon enlisted men of long and 
faithful service make it imperative that Congress take prompt action to rephrase 
the new provision of law barring enlistment of non-citizens. As it now stands, ap- 
plying to the Army alone, the law will prohibit reenlistment of any men who are 
not citizens of the United States. Included in this category will be nearly 7,000 
men, many of them with long service in war and peace. Refusal to reenlist will in 
a large number of instances throw back into civil life men who need but one or two 
enlistments to complete their time for retirement—men who believed that fighting 
for the American Flag made them American citizens. That their belief was ill 
founded does not merit such an act of ingratitude by the nation they served. Nat- 
uralization proceedings can not be completed for them during the period of one 
enlistment. It can not be that Congress realized what the result would be when 
the provision was added to the Army Appropriation bill. The intent, doubtless, was 
to prevent aliens from joining the service in the future,:mot to penalize those who 
have served the colors for long periods. The House already has passed a bill apply- 
ing the non-alien policy to the government service in general. This bill would 
exempt present service personnel. The Senate by adding the War Department 
umendinent repealing the provision in the Appropriation bill can thus put the Army 
on au footing with the other services and save the careers of thousands of valuable 
men.

General Officer Vacancies—While there will be but one line vacancy and four va- 
cancies for chiefs of branches to fill in the Army the remainder of this calendar year, 
next year, 1938, will see the promotion of at least seven brigadier generals to be 
major generals of the line and fifteen colonels to be brigadier generals of the line, 
while retirements and expirations of tours among branch chiefs and their assistants 
will result in the appointment of four major generals and five brigadier generals in 
that category. Thus, based on forecastable vacancies only, there will be 35 general 
officer appointments in the Army between the present date and the end of 1938. 


The only line general vacancy foreseen this year is that to be created by the 
retirement of Brig. Gen. Perry L. Miles in October. In the branches there will be a 
Judge Advocate General to replace Maj. Gen. Arthur W. Brown, who retires Nov. 9; 
a chief of engineers to replace Maj. Gen. Edward M. Markham whose tour expires 
Oct. 1; a Chief Signal Officer to replace Maj. Gen. James B. Allison who retires 
Sept. 15; and a Chief of Chaplains to fill the vacancy to be created by the expiration 
of the tour of Col. Alva J. Brasted, Dec. 23. 


Next year will see the retirement for age of the following line major generals: 
William D. Connor in February, Fox Conner in November, Frank R. McCoy in 
October, George Van Horn Moseley in September, George S. Simonds in March, 
Andrew Moses in June, and William E. Cole in September. 


For promotion to be line brigadier generals there will be the vacancies to be 
created by the promotion of seven brigadier generals to replace the major generals 
who retire, plus the vacancies to be created by the retirement for age of the following 
brigadier generals: Manus McCloskey in April, Joseph P. Tracy in October, Louis M. 
Nuttman in January, Robert 8S. Abernethy in August, and Alfred T. Smith, William 
K. Naylor, John W. Gulick and Edwin 8S. Hartshorn in November. 


Among the branch chiefs and their assistants the following vacancies will be 
created in 1988: Maj. Gen. Edgar T. Conley, The Adjutant General, retires April 12; 
Brig. Gen. George B. Pillsbury, Assistant Chief of Engineers, tour expires June 27; 
Maj. Gen. William H. Tschappat, Chief of Ordnance, tour expires June 3; Brig. Gen. 
Herman W. Schull, Assistant Chief of Ordnance, tour expires June 3; Brig. Gen. 
Edward M. Shinkle, Assistant Chief of Ordnance, tour expires Sept. 1; Maj. Gen. 
Leon B. Kromer, Chief of Cavalry, tour expires March 22; Maj. Gen. Upton Birnie, 
jr., tour expires March 10; Brig. Gen. A. W. Robins, Assistant Chief of Air Corps, 
tour expires July 1; and Brig. Gen. James ©. Chaney, Assistant Chief of Air Corps, 
tour expires July 17. 











Enlisted Disability Retirement—Disability retirement for noncommissioned officers 
of the Army and Marine Corps, and petty officers of the Navy and Coast Guard would 
be provided under a bill introduced in the House this week by Representative Dock- 
weiler, D. of Calif. Under the terms of the bill, referred to the House Military 
Affairs Committee, retirement pay based on 2% per cent of the pay of their rank for 
each year of service would be allowed plus the allowances now provided by law for 
retired enlisted men. Fifty per cent disability and at least ten years’ service would 
be required in order for men to be eligible for such retirement. Individuals heretofore 
discharged for disabilities incident to service would be allowed the benefits of the 
measure provided they had been in service during a war period. Another proviso 
specifies that no individual retired under this bill would be eligible for pension or 
other compensation. 


Approve Promotion on Retired List—A favorable recommendation has been given 
by the Navy Department on legislation to advance Lt. (jg) Arthur W. Bass, USN-Ret., 
to the grade of lieutenant on the retired list, and a bill to this effect (S. 2598) has 
been reported to the Senate by the Naval Commitee. 


Lieutenant (junior grade) Bass became due for promotion in March, 1933, was 
found physically disqualified, and retirement proceedings were underway when the 
Act of May 29, 1934, was passed, substituting selection for seniority in the advance- 
ment of officers in the lower grades. He was retired in the lower rank, Nov. 1, 1934, 
instead of as a lieutenant as he would have, had his retirement occurred prior to 
May 29, 1934. 

The Navy Department has never recommended favorably on legislation to ad- 
vance officers who made their number prior to the personnel law of 1934 but were 
not commissiond and who later failed to be selected. 


Shift Silver Storage Deposit—Deciding that the Government’s silver storage de- 
posits should not be located at the Military Academy, the House Military Committee 
this week voted to report a bill authorizing transfer of land from the War Depart- 
ment to the Treasury Department for a depository building at Camp Dix, N. J., instead 
of at West Point. 

“When this bill originally passed the Senate, it provided that these Treasury 
buildings should be located at West Point on the grounds of the Military Academy,” 
the committee said in reporting the bill. “It was the opinion of your committee that 
this location Was not well suited for the storage of the Nation’s silver supply. The 
committee decided that the academy grounds should be used exclusively for the 
academic purposes of the students at West Point, and that the limited ground avail- 
able at the academy should not be encroached upon by utilization thereof by other 
agencies of the Government. Moreover the committee felt that a location midway 
between New York, where this silver is now stored, and Philadlphia, where the mint 
is loecatd, would prove a far more satisfactory site than the original proposal. In 
addition there is an adequate group of Infantry troops located at Camp Dix, so that 
better protection would be afforded the silver storage, than could be maintained at 
West Point.” 


Army MC and DO Increase—Legislation increasing the officer strength of the 
Medical and Dental Corps of the Army by 150 and 75 officers respectively was reported 
to the Heuse this week by‘the Military Committee. The committee two weeks ago 
voted to report a Senate bill providing 50 additional Medical officers and 25 addi- 
ional Dental officers, amended to provide the additional number stated and to permit 
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two additional assistant surgeon generals, one of which will be a Dental officer. Ip 
reporting the bill, the committee said: 

“During the past 25 years, the character of service rendered by all Army hospitals 
has materially improved in keeping with civil hospitals. Through the efforts of the 
council on medical education and hospitals, American Medical Association, there has 
been an enormous increase in hospitals throughout the country, modernly equipped 
and adequately staffed in accordance with fixed standards. In order to keep pace and 
to furnish professional care to Army sick equivalent to that in civil life the Medical] 
Department has been subjected to a heavy strain. 


“Wartime experience has shown that the medical officer in order to render 
efficient service with combined arms in combat must have a tactical and command 
knowledge of the function and disposition of Medical Department field elements, 
especially in the theater of operations. In addition to qualifying our own officers in 
the duties of field service, it is essential to maintain schools of instruction to qualify 
4 sufficient number of medical officers in medicomilitary art and to provide instruction 
for the Medical Reserve Corps and the National Guard. The present Medical Corps 
assignments to the civil components are far below the number required to discharge 
the responsibility imposed by law. 

“The mass concentration of troops of the present day would be impossible without 
an observance of the principles of preventive medicine. In peacetime, both in garri- 
son and maneuver, constant control of environmental factors in the control of disease 
must be maintained. 


“Specialization has become the rule in the civil profession of medicine. The Army 
Medical Department recognizes this in the practice of medicine and, notwithstanding 
the handicaps imposed, has continued to keep pace with the civil profession. Such 
handicaps include the following: The necessity for generally qualifying all officers in 
any of the multitudinous duties they may be called upon to perform in peace or war, 
and the lack of time and funds to permit an adequate number of officers to undergo 
special courses at civil hospitals. Much credit is due to individual officers who have 
qualified themselves at their own expense, impelled by interest in some specialty, 

“The situation with respect to the Dental Corps calls for immdiate action. Its 
needs are most imperative. Under the act of March 3, 1911, a ratio of one dental ofticer 
per 1,000 total strength of the Army was authorized. We know that since that time 
the dental professional has made great advances in the line of preventive medicine, 
In the more than 25 years following this authorization, the dental professional has 
become recognized as one of the most important specialties in the field of medicine. 
Its record of outstanding achievement and the benefits that it has brought to 
humanity, particelarly in the United States, in the last quarter of a century are well 
recognized. 


Strength of Navies—According to the Navy Department's tabulation of the world’s 
comparative sea power, Great Britain maintains its lead over other nations. The 
British Navy now consists of 285 warships of 1,216,398 tons, and has under con- 
struction 96 more ships of 541,000 tons. The United States Navy is second, it has 
325 ships of 1,083,330 tons, including 212 wartime vessels of 214,000 tons considered 
over age, and 87 ships of 335,565 tons are under construction. 

Germany ranks third in ships being built and virtually will double its present 
navy soon. 


Jupan has 200 ships of 745,604 tons, and 23 ships of 79,272 tons under con- 
struction, France has 162 ships of 469,346 tons, and 42 ships of 174,143 tons under 
construction. Italy has 206 ships of 396,383 tons, and 67 ships of 147,500 tons under 
construction. 

Navy officials said that the figures for Japan, Italy, and Germany might not 
be complete. 


Radio-meterograph System—The Technical News Bulletin of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards reports on a radio-meterograph system developed at the Bureau for use in the 
meterological service of the Navy. The system is expected to replace airplanes for 
gathering upper air data required for forecasting. The air equipment consists of 
a small radio transmitter and meterograph suspended from a 5-foot balloon. The 
equipment weighs less than 2 pounds complete and is housed in a balsa wood box 
6 by 6 by 4% inches. Ground equipment consists of a radio receiver and automatic 
recorders for graphically plotting pressure, temperature, and humidity, also direc- 
tion-finding equipment for tracking the balloon in order to determine upper-air wind 
conditions. The meterograph utilizes the decrease in atmospheric pressure, as the 
balloon rises, to move a small switch arm over a series of contacts. A change in 
elevation of several hundred feet suffices @® move the arm from one switch contact 
to the next switch contact. Each of these contacts corresponds with a definite audio 
note which is transmitted by radio and each note corresponds with a definite pres- 
sure. Between the switching contacts are intermediate contacts which are con- 
nected with a resistor which is controlled by the humidity of the air. In passing 
over an intermediate contact an audio signal is transmitted which depends on the 
value of the resistor and consequently on the temperature. When the arm passes 
over the insulating strips between contacts the audio note is determined by the 
resistance of a small tube filled with sulphuric acid and as the resistance varies 
with temperature this indicates the temperature of the air at that time. One form 
of instrument also measures the light intensity and thus furnishes information 
on the height of cloud formations. The determination of wind velocities depends 
on the continuous measurement of distance and azimuth. Normal methods require 
two or more direction-finding stations placed several miles apart; however, the 
present system will utilize a single ground station to measure the azimuth and 
angle of elevation. The latter measurement has hitherto not been considered feasible 
due to the electrical properties of the ground; however, a specialized method is 
now available. 


Increase of Army Commissioned Strength—It is altogether likely that the ten per 
cent economy cut imposed on the executive department appropriations by the 
President may forestall the commissioning of 100 additional officers now authorized 
in the Army appropriation bill. In response to many inquiries, the War Depart- 
ment this week advised Corps Area commanders that no examinations are planned 
in the immediate future for reserve officers desiring such regular commissions. 
Whenever such examinations are held, however, priority must be given to qualified 
enlisted men.

valuable adjunct to the Fleet as an air- 
plane carrier.” 

Commander Rosendahl, however, while 
endorsing the stand as to the feasibility 
ef dirigibles as carriers, contended that 
they had a military usefulness as scouts 
and bombers themselves. He endorsed 
the bill before the committee but de- 
clared as did Assistant Secretary Edison, 
that it did not go far enough. 


“We must have a training ship,” he 
stated, “but we must also know what we 
are training for. If the Navy proposes 
to go ahead with lighter-than-air with 
the present personnel, we should have 
some objective. If I personally am going 
to go ahead with my specialty, I must 
have some definite objective, some prom- 
ise of a future. The other officers in 
lighter-than-air feel the same way. We 
must have a more comprehensive pro- 
gram ahead than the construction of a 
training ship. That would merely con- 
tinue the present situation, and the 
status quo is not satisfactory.” 

Commander Rosendahl defended the 
dirigible against some of the charges 
made against it. Referring to the objec- 
tion that their aluminum coat made them 
visible for great distances he declared 
that he was convinced that dirigibles 
could be satisfactorily camouflaged. Ad- 
mitting that airships are vulnerable 
under certain condition, he contended 
that this was true of all special types. 
Submarines, he stated, must keep invisi- 
ble when scouting, and if discovered stand 
a good chance of being destroyed. He 
declared that airships were not given 
enough of a trial with the Fleet, argu- 
ing that the problems that the Macon 
participated in were not designed for 
her, but that she was made to fit into 
problems arranged for other purposes, 
and that much of the experimentation 
with the Navy’s airships was spent on 
developing technical features rather than 
with tactics. 

“It would have been miraculous,” he 
added, “If with only three airships and 
their limited experience with the Fleet, 
anything had been proved as to their mili- 
tary value.” 

The use of dirigibles as an “interceptor 
plane” carrier was suggested by Com- 
mander Rosendahl. Dirigibles could re- 
main regularly in the air in war-time, 
he said, ready to loose fighting planes on 





attacking bombers. Being already aloft, 
they would not have to gain altitude to 
attack the enemy bombers as do present 
“interceptors.” The most critical part 
of the present situation, he said, was 
that relating to personnel, with only 47 
officers—six of whom have been passed 
over—and about 150 enlisted men trained 
in lighter-than-air. 

Admiral Leahy began his testimony 
with a short recital of the history of the 
Navy’s experience with dirigibles, citing 
the loss of the Shenandoah, Akron and 
Macon, The present attitude of the Navy | 
Department, on the bill, he said, was 
that it would not make a recommenda- 
tion until the future policy with regard 
to lighter-than-air was determined. This 
was in the hands of Secretary Swanson, 
he added, and he did not know when the 
latter would make up his mind. Per- 
Sonally, the Chief of Naval Operations 
said that he did not feel justified in re- | 
commending the expenditure of any 
money for an airship at this time. Asked 
if considered that dirigibles had any | 
useful military mission, he stated. . 

“As the result of the experience in the | 
Fleet with the dirigibles, I have been un- 
able to find that they have any particu- | 
lar useful purpose. They have a use in 
that they can remain aloft longer than 
heavier-than-air, but I do not consider 
that they have a sufficient use in the 
Fleet at the present stage of develop- | 
ment to justify the expenditure of funds 
at this time.” 

Representative O’Connell, D of R. I., | 
questioned Admiral Leahy as to why, if | 
the Navy Department was opposed to | 
any further construction of airship, it 
continued training personnel at Lake- 
hurst. The Admiral declared that it was 
felt that it was necessary to keep the 





art of handling dirigibles alive, and as 
the Representative pressed him on the 
point, he added, 

“Off the record, I suppose we are keep- 
ing the school there because we feel that 
someone is going to wish an airship on 
us and we want to be prepared.” 


Representative Sutphin asked Admiral 
Leahy about the study made by the Gen- 
eral Board on the subject, and was told 
that the Board had made a report to the 
Secretary but that he did not know what 
it recommended. Representative Sutphin 
asserted that the committee should be 
furnished with the General Board’s re- 
port and that he would like to have 
Secretary Swanson come before the com- 
mittee. 


Acting Secretary Edison told the com- 
mittee that he felt that no one could tell 
now whether or not dirigibles have a 
military value as there is insufficient 
data on which to form a decision. 


“We have not built enough of them,” 
he declared, “It is the same as if it had 
been suggested that heavier-than-air be 
abandoned shortly after the Wright 
brothers flew at Kitty Hawk. We have 
piddled along with lighter-than-air and 
never gone at it on a sufficiently large 
scale to determine anything decisively. 


“T am ready to make a recommenda- 
tion to build dirigibles. We must take 
the matter out of the realm of debate 
and put it on a scientific basis. We 
should build a training ship such as pro- 
posed in this bill and two large airships, 
which should be operated at the same 
time, so as to have one to check against 
the other.” 


Asked if he could inform the commit- 
tee when Secretary Swanson would de- 
termine the official recommendation of 
the Department, Mr. Edison replied: 


“I don’t know how long it will be be- 
fore the Secretary will get around to 
making a recommendation. And I don’t 
know how Valuable the recommendation 
will be when it is made, because of the 
lack of experience that has been had 
with the craft.” 

Representative Sutphin questioned 
both Admiral Leahy and Admiral Cook 
as to a regulation requiring that enlisted 
personnel could not remain in lighter- 
than-air more than six years. The latter 
said that he had been surprised to learn 
that such an order existed, and that 
while he understood it was seldom in- 
voked, he was opposed to it. 

Commander Rosendahl concluded his 
testimony with a series of recommenda- 
tions, embodying the laying down of an 
airship policy and a program of develop- 
ment. He advocated the creation of a re- 
search and experimental program under 
the Navy, with a disinterested technical 
body to pass on new designs and types. 
In this connection he specifically urged 
construction of «another experimental 
metal-clad airship. Further, he urged 
carrying on by the Navy of training of 
personnel for commercial airship opera- 
tion, development of airship bases, diesel 
engines and navigational instruments, 
and other essential auxiliary projects. 
The above was proposed under a gen- 
eral program, For the Navy he advo- 
eated: (1) Resume training of person- 
nel; (2) Recommission the Los Angeles ; 
(3) Construct a new training ship at 
once; (4) Set up a personnel policy that 
will insure adequate continuity; (5) 
Operate Lakehurst as the center of 
training and experimentation; (6) Con- 
struct two large rigid airships; (7) Re- 
turn Sunnyvale to the Navy; (8) Upon 
completion of the first of the two large 
ships, put her through a “laboratory” 
period of operation to determine the pos- 
sibilities of the type; (9) Upon comple- 
tion of second ship, attach both to the 
Fleet for operations to determine use- 
fulness, making this probationary period 
three to five years with suitable exer- 
cises: (10) Provide adequate numbers 
of bases and facilities; (11) Build non- 
rigid ships and establish a base on Pact- 
fic Coast for their operation to deter- 
mine further their utility. He also urged 
provision for the commercial develop- 
ment of airships by building two large 
zeppelins for trans-oceanic service and 
an airship terminal. 
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The House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries held a hearing on 
HR 7486, to change the promotion system 
in the Coast Guard, on Wednesday, July 
28, and at the close of the hearing the 
bill was laid aside to be taken up in 
executive session at a later date when it 
probably will be reported out. 

Only two witnesses, Rear Adm. Russell 
R. Waesche, Commandant of Coast Guard, 
and Comdr. Robert Donohue, testified be- 
fore the Committee. 

Throughout Admiral Wasche’s testi- 
mony, he was closely interrogated by 
Representative Bland, of Virginia, Chair- 
man of the Committee, and other Com- 
mittee members to definitely establish 
that the legislation does not in any way 
approach the question of the promotion 
of personnel from the same angle as the 
Naval selection system. 

Admiral Waesche said that the Coast 
Guard is the only branch of the armed 
forces of the United States that does not 
have some method of eliminating officers 
not deemed fit to assume higher command, 
and stressed that under the Bill, officers 
will be “looked over” by the proposed 
Personnel Board at only two stages of 
his career, before his promotion to com- 
mander, and upon the completion of 30 
years’ service. 

Admiral Waesche said “In my opinion, 
the primary purpose of this bill is to 
stimulate officers to do their best, and 
secondly to eliminate a very few of the 
officers that do not live up to their rank.” 
He said that at the present time an offi- 
cer is assured that the passage of time 
will take care of his promotion, provided 
he passes his professional examinations 
and takes care of his health. This situa- 
tion is not conducive to obtaining the best 
efforts of officer personnel, Admiral 
Waesche said. 

When asked specifically wherein the 
bill differed from the Naval Selection sys- 
tem, Admiral Waesche said that it does 
not select for promotion, but merely pro- 
vides for the removal from the line of 
promotion of those officers adjudged un- 
fit for further promotion. 

He called the bill the mildest form of 
selection compatible with the attainment 


to the fact that for two years the bill has 
been under the constant study of a board 
of five officers, 

With regard to the provision in the bill 
for the involuntary retirement of officers 
with over thirty years’ service, Admiral 
Waesche said that this provision is per- 
haps the most important section of the 
bill. He said that the officers affected by 
this part of the measure would be the 
higher ranking commanders and the eap- 
tains, and that it was highly necessary for 
the officers of this rank to be subject to 
consideration as to their ability to carry 
on their duties, 

At this point Rep. Bland introduced a 
letter from Rep. A. L. Beiter, of New 
York, in which Rep. Beiter quoted a letter 
received by him from a Coast Guard offi- 
cer, criticizing the bill, particularly the 
provision of involuntary retirement after 
30 years. The quoted letter said that 
this section would enable a clique of high 
ranking officers to eliminate an officer in 
the age group in question who differed 
from the accepted thought of the group. 
When questioned on this point, Admiral 
Waesche said that he would rather elimi- 
nate any section than to touch that part 
of the legislation. The Admiral said that 
just as the Navy and Army selects its 
officers to fill the key positions, so too 
must the Coast Guard. 

He also said that this legislation would 
not in any way change the existing pro- 
motion and retirement laws. 

Throughout the hearing, attention was 
constantly called to the safeguards 
thrown around the officer by the provi- 
sions for a reconsideration of his case by 
the Board, the Commandant, the assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and the President, 
and to the provision that limits the re- 
tirements possible under the measure to 
one per cent of the total number of com- 
missioned officers, in any one calendar 
year. 

Commander Donohue followed Admiral 
Waesche on the stand, and he, as a mem- 
ber of the board of one captain, two com- 
manders, and two lieutenant command- 
ers, gave an outline of the amount of 
work and study put in by the board in 
drawing up the bill.

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Naval Reserve Conference 


The recommendations of the conference 
on Naval Reserve policy, which met at 
the Navy Department during the first two 
weeks of July, and of which Rear Adm. 
Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, was senior member, have 
been approved by Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson. 

The recommendations on items of the 
agenda as adopted by the Reserve Con- 
ference included the preparation of a 
pamphlet on the Navy and Naval Re- 
serve, to be given to every officer upon 
appointment, the brochure to contain in- 
formation about the service, and the rela- 
tionship between the Regular and Re- 
serve units, establishment of a required 
course in Navy Regulations and Customs, 
a lecture series by well qualified speakers 
on Naval subjects, with confidential talks 
to oflicers in branches of the service who 
should be familiarized with such matters, 
the continuance of the policy of bringing 
as many senior Reserve officers as practi- 
cable to the Department, in rotation, for 
a coarse in indoctrination, and the estab- 
lishment of a correspondence course in 
Naval Communications, to be made avail- 
able by the Bureau of Navigation. 


Due to pending legislation no specific 
changes in Naval Reserve Legislation 
were recommended, The Conference went 
on record as being of the opinion that if 
pending legislation fails, some changes in 
the present regulations will then be de- 
sirable. 

it was recommended that medals be 
struck for Naval and Marine Corps Re- 
serves for both officers and enlisted men, 
for good conduct, drill attendance, and 
general efliciency, and that these medals 
be available for award to Naval and Ma- 
rine Corps reservists under such rules 
and reguiations as may be promulgated 
by the heads of the Departments con- 
cerned, subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

The conference endorsed the five-year 
development program for the Naval Re- 
serve, and recommended that the 1939 
Naval Reserve budget, as based on that 
program be enacted into law. 

The conference called attention to the 
rapid deterioration of ships assigned as 
training vessels for the naval reserve and 
recommended that the Navy Department 
make available more suitable equipment. 
It was recommended that new tonnage 
be constructed with an eye to the needs 
of the reserve, and that reservists be given 
training on destroyers, cruisers, and bat- 
tleships, in that order. 

The conference called attention to the 
pending bill, 8S. 2468, introduced by Sena- 
tor McAdoo of California, which was rec- 
ommended by the conference as the most 
pacticable means of acquiring much 
needed armories for the Reserve, at vari- 
ous locations. 

It was also recommended that the Navy 
Department make every effort to obtain 
and retain space in the post office and 
other federal buildings for communica- 
tion units, and to continue to protest the 
surrender of much needed space. 

The Conference also recommended that 
instructors be given opportunities to in- 
struct organizations, in groups, on other 
than drill nights, and that wherever pro- 
jection facilities are available, suitable 
educational films be made available, and 
that continued cooperation with the Navy 
Recruiting service be carried out. 

With regard to the issuance of active 
duty orders to mobilization stations it 
was recommended that all officers and 
men of the Naval Reserve be assigned a 
mobilization station, that fleet organiza- 
tions be assigned insofar as is practicable 
to mobilization stations as units, that offi- 
cers and men who are not to mobilize with 
the drilling units be assigned mobiliza- 
tion stations as individuals, and that noti- 
fication to commanding officers of units 
and to individual officers, of their respec- 
tive mobilization stations, be sent them 
as soon as they have been assigned. 

The orders in themselves to provide 
arrangements for transportation. 

It was recommended that the required 
savings in the 19388 appropriation be met 
through a reduction in activities as pro- 
posed by the Bureau of Navigation, 
namely; to maintain the number of F-1 
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men authorized to drill with fleet reserve 
divisions and battalions at a total of 
9,959, a reduction of the number of avia- 
tion officers on active duty from the 144 
contemplated in the appropriation to an 
average of 110 for the year, reduce the 
number of aviation cadets at Pensacola 
from an average of 478 as contemplated 
in the appropriation to 462, make a pro- 
rata reduction in the amount available 
for Marine Corps Reserve aviation activi- 
ties in such a manner as the Major Gen- 
eral Commandant may direct, totaling 
$18,000, effect further administrative 
economies and reduce the number of au- 
thorized drills for seagoing and aviation 
organizations. 

Attention was called to the present per- 
sonnel situation in the Merchant Marine 
Naval Reserve, and it was recommended 
that the Navy Department cooperate with 
the Maritime Authority and other govern- 
ment agencies in every practicable manner 
to assure a well informed, well trained, 
and sufficiently large Merchant Marine 
Reserve. 

It was recommended that officers be 
allowed to take professional examinations 
within two years prior to the probable 
date when they are due for promotion. 

The Board recommended that future 
conferences be held during late Decem- 
ber or early January each year. 

The group also protested against the 
practice of officers and men of state naval 
militias wearing Navy uniforms of ranks 
or ratings held in, the militia but not held 
in the Naval Reserve and urged that regu- 
lations be clarified to prohibit this prac- 
tice. 





Plan Reserve Naval Training 


President Roosevelt, at a White House 
conference last week, revealed that he, 
together with Admiral William D. 
Leahy, Chief of Naval Operations and 
Rear Admiral Adolphus Andrews, had 
planned a six week’s course of training 
for young men during their summer vaca- 
tion in order to fit them for possible na- 
val service in case of war or national 
emergency. 

The plan calls for enrolling applicants 
—young men 16 to 18 years of age—and 
giving them training at a Naval Train- 
ing Station. The Government would 
subsist and house these men and give 
them their uniforms, but their service 
would be entirely voluntary and with- 
out pay. The work at the Training Sta- 
tion would be similar to that given re- 
cruits for the regular Navy in order to 
adapt civilians to ship board life and 
naval discipline. 

After having completed the first train- 
ing period at a Naval Training Station, 
those men who show interest in naval 
life and who make good records would 
be eligible for further training at va- 
rious Naval Schools or on board ships 
for cruises during summer vacations in 
succeeding years. In time, the Navy De- 
partment hopes in this way to build up 
a large reserve of men who have had 
sufficient training and sea-going expe- 
rience to enable them to fill vacancies 
ws enlisted men aboard ships of the 
Fleet and its auxiliaries in case of a 
national emergency. 

The Navy Department pointed out that 
the program is dependent upon funds 
being made available for this purpose, 
for the cost of subsistence and miscel- 
laneous overheads would have to be paid 
by the Navy even though the men volun- 
teered their services without pay. For 
this reason it is not expected that the 
initial step of training these men at the 
various Naval Training Stations—New- 
port, Rhode Island, Great Lakes, II- 
linois, Hampton Roads, Virginia, and 
San Diego, California—can be under- 
taken until after July 1st of next year. 

It is the Navy’s belief that a greater 
reserve of at least partially trained men 
can be built up in this way with the 
limited funds available than by any 
other method yet proposed. 

The Navy Department is confident 
that there are a great number of young 
men of high school age who would be 
glad to spend six weeks for several sum- 
mers to prepare themselves for duty 
with the Navy should their services be 
needed, and who would be _ benefitted 
physically by the disciplined and active 





life of a naval recruit. Boat drills swim- 
ming, physical drills, instruction in small 
arms, lectures in seamanship, personal 
hygiene, naval customs, etc., would un- 
doubtedly add as much zest and inter- 
est to the proposed short training pe- 
riod as could be obtained from any form 
of summer outing or camp, and it is 
predicted that the majority of appli- 
cants would seek to return the second 
year for further treining or a cruise 
wboard ship. 

The question of building character 
would be given close attention by the 
experienced Naval Officers in charge of 
the various phases of this program. 

A similar plan for the preliminary 
training of young college men—sopho- 
mores and juniors—is being arranged. 
These young men first would be given 
six weeks summer training at a Naval 
Station without pay, but with sub 
sistence and uniforms. If they prove in- 
terested and good officer material, and 
continue their training in following 
years, they would be commissioned 
eventually as Ensigns in the Naval 
Reserve. 

Thus the Navy would have young 
men with sufficient elementary training 
to be of value to the Navy as officers and 
enlisted men in case of an emergency. 

The above will in no way affect the 
present Naval Reserve activities. The 
different units of the Naval Reserve and 
the Naval R.O.T.C, will remain as at 
present organized. In fact every effort 
is being made to obtain sufficient funds 
to give Reserve Officers and men—Fleet 
Reserve, Volunteer Reserve and Mer- 
chant Marine Reserve Classes—the re- 
quired amount of training to perform 
efficiently their duties in case they 
should be called to active service. 


QMC Reserve Officers 


Corps Area and Department Com- 
manders and Chiefs of Arms and Services 
are being advised by the War Depart- 
ment as follows: 

“Corps Area Commanders are author- 
ized to recommend annually, upon appli- 
eation for commission in the Quarter- 
master Corps Reserve for assignment to 
troop units, any C. M. T. C. graduates who 
have qualified for commission in some 
other section and not to exceed five per 
centum of the prospective R. O. T. C. 
graduates. 

“No extraordinary effort will be made 
to secure applications for commission in 
the Quartermaster Corps Reserve except 
from those arms and services whose num- 
bers are in excess of the corps area pro- 
curement objectives.” 








National Guard Training 


The 54th Cavalry Brigade, commanded 
by Brig. Gen. Newell C. Bolton, Cleveland, 
Ohio, and consisting of the 107th Cavalry, 
Ohio National Guard, commanded by Lt. 
Col. Woods King, and the 123rd Cavalry, 
Kentucky National Guard, Col. Henry J. 
Stites, commanding, arrived at Ft. Knox, 
Kentucky, July 18 for two weeks of 
active duty training. The cavalry brigade 
is in camp in the tent area north of the 
13th Cavalry. 

On Monday morning at 9 o’clock Gen- 
eral Bolton and staff called on Brigadier 
General Daniel Van Voorhis, command- 
ing Ft. Knox, at Post Headquarters. Upon 
arrival at Post Headquarters General 
Bolton was accorded prescribed honors. 
A guard of honor, consisting of E Troop, 
First Cavalry, Combat Cars, and com- 
manded by Capt. Wendell Blanchard, was 
posted outside of Headquarters to meet 
him.

General Bol- 
ton availed himself of the opportunity to 
inspect the troop, battery and band, and 
commented very favorably upon the ap- 
pearance of the men and equipment.

The Peiping Affair 

The Sino-Japanese clash that started 
with the firing at Marco Polo bridge and 
blazed out over Peiping and Tientsin ap. 
pears thus far to have been marked with 
too many public statements and too little 
movement of important bodies of troops 
to presage a major conflict. Reports yes. 
terday that General Chiang Kai-shek was 
threatening to move his central army into 
the troubled area may force the situation 
but it is the general opinion of observers 
in Washington that so long as no large 
military units are moved north of Paoting 
by the Chinese nor no main Japanese 
Armies south from Manchuquo there can 
be no intention of invoking general far- 
fare. 

From the information contained in 
press dispatches it appears that there are 
now no organizations larger than a rein- 
forced battalion engaged on either side, 

Both the Marine Guard at Peiping and 
the 15th Infantry at Tientsin have been 
busily engaged in defending American 
citizens. The compound of the 15th In- 
fantry has been a point to which Ameri- 
cans in Tientsin could go for shelter and 
protection while the Marines are caring 
for those in Pieping.

Naval Reserve Communications 
The Navy Department has announced 
the results of the Naval Communication 
Reserve Competition between the Naval 
ldistricts for the year 1936-37, as reported 
by a board convened in the Navy Depart- 
ment to determine the relative standings 
and scores of the Naval Communication 
Reserve Control Stations.

which is to be made of the ships. The 
Commission feels that there is no point in 
selling a vessel for operation, even though 
it is excluded from all United States 
ports, unless the bid for this purpose is 
substantially higher than the bid on the 
same vessel for scrapping. The alternative 
conditions governing the sale are: 

(I) That the vessels shall not be operated 
(except on one outward voyage as provided in 
the terms and conditions of sale) and be 
completely dismantled and scrapped as steam- 
ships within twelve (12) months after date of 
award; 

(II) That the vessels shall not be operated 
in trade to or from any port in the United 
States, its territories or possessions, within a 
period of ten (10) years after date of award, 
except as provided in the terms and condi- 
tions of sale. 

Prospective purchasers may bid under 
one, or both conditions. A performance 
bond of $50,000 for each vessel will be 
required by the Commission. 

All of the vessels, which are of the 
cargo type and of steel construction, were 
built during the World War program and 
have been found to be of insufficient com- 
mercial or military value to warrant their 
further preservation by the Commission.

During the week ended July 21 member 
bank reserve balances decreased $70,000. 
000. The reduction in member bank re. 
serves resulted from an increase of $94. 
000,000 in Treasury deposits with Fed. 
eral Reserve banks and a decrease of $21,. 
000,000 in Reserve bank credit, offset in 
part by an increase of $2,000,000 in Trea. 
sury currency and decreases of $21,000, 
000 in money in circulation, $5,000,000 in 
Treasury cash other than inactive gold, 
and $17,000,000 in nonmember deposits 
and other Federal Reserve accounts, Bx. 
cess reserves of member banks on July 
21 were estimated to be approximately 
$870,000,000, a decrease of $90,000,000 for 
the week. Inactive gold included in the 
gold stock and in Treasury cash amounted 
to $1,173,000,000 on July 21, a decrease of 
$18,000,000 for the week. 


The principal changes in holdings of 
bills and securities were an increase of 
$3,000,000 in U. 8. Treasury bills and a 
decrease of $3,000,000 in U. S. Treasury 
notes.
